The Meduía Andromeda is frequently found con- 
fiderably larger than reprefented on the prefent plate. 
Its general color is a pale yellowifh-brown, fome- 
times inclining to blueifh. The whole animal has 
a confiderable degree of tranfparency, and is re- 
markable for the elegantly ramified fubdivifions or 
procefles of the limbs or tentacula proceeding from 


the lower part of the body. It is a native of the 
Red fea. l
